Prospects Are Brighter 
ia Tapers a oa 

A decided change lias been effected in the feclings of Western people 
during the past few weeks, with the result: that a new spirit of courage and 
hopefulness has replaced discouragement and despondency in many homes 
and even districts. This change is noticeabl@ in the conyersation of people, 
in the renewed interest they are taking, not oniy in their own affairs, but in 
all matters of public concern, and is being reflected in a more confident note 
among business men. ‘ 


The cause for this better tone is not far to seek. 
found in one development—the rising price of wheat, although there are 
other coniributing factors. On’ the date this article is written, No. One 
Northern cash wheat is quoted at a fraction of a»cent under $1.20 a bushel 
on the Winnipeg market, as compared with less than a dollar only a few weeks 
ago. The demand for wheat is strong in Liverpool, Chicago and Winnipeg, 
and the confident prediction of well informed grain men is that.the price trend 
wil! continue upward, and that the era of low prices has gone for this year at 
Jeast. 

The change has been brought about by a realizatfon tliat the world pro- 
duction of wheat last year was very considerably over-estimated, coupled 
witha reduced acreage seeded to wheat this year, to some slight extent in 
Canada, to quite a considerable extent in the United States. .The Argentine 
crop last year fell millions of bushels below expectations; the winter wheat 
crop of the United States shows a decrease of approximately one-seventh ih 
acreage, meaning fifty million or more less bushels, while the spring wheat 
crop, exclusive of Durums, promises to be short of actual home requirements. 

Cottpled with this world situation, and with Canada now in the very front 
rank as one of the chief-wheat exporting nations of the world, is the fact that 
spring seeding throughout the West was carried on under almost ideal con- 
ditions, while the all-important June rains, with an absence of unseasonable 
hot weather, has resulted in the haber rooting well and deycloping a strong! 
growth, 

The uncertainty which has prevatled for some time regarding the pool 
method of marketing has been definitely ended by the success achieved in 
securing the required acreage under contract in Saskatchewan for pool pur- 
poses, thus guaranteeing that the pool method of marketing will be in- effect 
this year throughout the three Prairie Provinces, While actual experience 
alone will demonstrate the feasibility of the pool plan, the grain growers will 
at least haye the assurance that their own interests will be well looked: after, 
and this makes for increased confidence, 

Another. factor in the situation is that with the restoration of the Crow's 
Nest Agreement rates in full force, further reductions in freight rates on coim- 
modities of vital importance to the farming community will be inveffect. 

Still another factor is the rapid development of the Western route for 
grain shipments through the! gort of Vancouver and the extensive improve- 
ments being made to that port, and the provision of larger elevator facilities 
theré. to adequately handle this enormously increasing trade. . The increase 
in grain shipments from the prairies to Vancouver last year was phenomena}, 
and at ome time last year 42 vessels were in port. The statement is made 
that this year will show a still Jargey growth, and@ that commencing in Sep- 
tember a ‘fleet of not less than 200 vessels will operate out of Vancouver, in- 
cluding many tramp boats in addition to the vessels making regular calls. 

Whatever may be the situation in other ‘grain producing countries, the 
1924 prospects are brighter for Western Canada than for some years past. 
Last year the West had no cause for complaint on the score of the’size or 
quality of its wheat crop; the whole trouble was the low price which left a

I also 
visited the French colonists in the 
Nicolaev district. These people were 
brought to the Ukraine years ago to 
establish Vineyards, and to promote 
the wine industry. They have. made 


a success of their viniculture, but this’ 


year their crop has been very small. 
They, too, have ‘been hard hilt by the 
famine, 

“The French and German colonists 
have been in Russia several genera- 
tions,but have not as yet been suffi 
ciently Russianized to speak the lan- 
guage of the country, or to adopt its

In this column last week approval was expressed of the announced inten; 
tion of the Minister of the Interior to have legislation introduced at the next 
session of. Parliament making provision for the granting of extra homesteads 
to men whose present holdings had been found to be unsuitable for successful 
agricultural operations. At the same time the opinion was expressed that 
the policy now proposed to be followed in the case of these homesteaders 
should be extended to include other farmers located on lands found to be un- 
suitable for farming. 


The Canada Colonization Association has embarked on.a comprehensive 
scheme of land settlement and has adopted as its objective the settlement of 
ten nilllion people in Canada in ten years, One of the cardinal features of its 
plan is to make careful selection of the land upon which these settlers are 
placed, and to keep close watch of their progress with a view ‘to assisting 
them to succeed. To that end it is proposed to establish local community 
clubs to caré for, assist, and extend a helping hand and friendly advice to 
these new settlers.. Should it be found that, from causes over which the 
settler has no control, he is not succeeding, and cannot succeed, in his chosen 
location, then, rather than have him fail and leave the country, he is to be 
assisted to locate elsewhere iti Canada where he can succeed. 


If this is good policy insofar-as settlers yet to come are concerned—and 
who questions its wisdom?—then is it not equally good policy to apply to 
people already here and who are not making a success in thelr present 
locations? 

There are thousands of farmers who, after years of effort, are reluctantly 
forced to the conclusion that théy must pull up stakes, and try-a new location. 
If, instead of at once beginning to encourage people to come to Canada from 
other lands, the Ganada Colonization Association devoted its efforts for the 
first year to finding out farmers who are in this predicament, and assisting 
them to new locations in these Western Provinces where they van make a 
success, that Association would be doing a splendid stroke of business for Can- 
ada, would establish the confidence of all people in its programme and policy, 
and would lay the foundation for future years of successful operation in the 
bringing in and locating of new settlers. . : 

Settlers already here, but who have not made a success of farming be- 
cause of conditions absolutely beyond their control, are the very type this 
country needs and can ill-afford to lose. These men have courage. They 
are hard workers. They are optimists, and have year after year striven to 
make good. It is through no fault of their own that success has not attended 
their efforts. The Canada Colonization Association, therefore, can hardly do 
better than apply to these men the very policy they propose to apply to all 
new settlers coming into Canada under their auspices. : 3 

There are, admittedly, difficulties to.be overcome.. Many of these men 
are heavily in debt. Mortgage has been piled on mortgage on the unsuitable 
lands they now occupy and are attempting to farm. Holders of these mort- 
gages may be averse to seeing them move away. But inasmuch as there is 
little hope of success attending their efforts if they remain, and as, therefore, 
the mortgage companies would have to take a loss in any event, would it not 
be the part of wisdom to confer with such mortgage holders now and reach 
a settlement under which these people could be moved to new locations within 
the Dominion? \ Moved elsewhere, and success attending their efforts, most 
of them would gradually discharge their obligations which under present con- 
ditions there is slight hope of ever being done. Again, located under more 
favorable circumstances these people would become profitable clients for in- 
vestors of money which would be used to develop lands capable of earning 
the interest charges and ultimately paying off principal, As it now is these 
men cannot earn the interest, let alone see any prospect of ever paying off 
the principal indebtedness. : : : 

_ Any consideration of a sound and permanent immigration and settlement 
policy for Canada which does not at the outset take these, at present, unsuc- 
cessful settlers into consideration is not a sound nor complete policy because 
it would overlook the basic idea on which successful settlement must rest. 

The Canada Colonization Association. has‘a splendid opportunity to put 
its proposed policy to a practical test without any large expenditure of money. 
1t will not call-for any expenditures for publicity purposes, yet by making con- 
tented and successful farmers out of many who have not yet ta#ted the sweets 
of success, it will prove to be the most valuabYe kind of publicity for all its 
future work and effort in inducing others to settle in Canada._

3 Australia’s Poet Dies Penniless 


People Recognized His Geniut When 
It Was Too Late 

They gave Henry Hertzberg Law- 
son, the Australian poet and novelist, 
a state funeral in Sydney, _ Des- 
patches described it as an “iniposing 
affair; fitting the occasion of the 
laying away of the nation’s sweet 
singer,” and there was due applause 
from the, world at large for this 
splendid recognition of a poet's 
worth—when he was dead. 

While he was alive, however, 
Poet Lawson. did not faré so well. 
“Australia’s greatest ministrel,” as he 
was called at the time of the funeral, 
died penniless. Indeed, if it had not 
been for the public funeral under 
Government auspices. he would have 
been buried as a pauper. ~ He had 
been in receipt of a small pension 
from the Government for some time 
before his death, and this should -be 
ascribed to the State of New South 
Wales with proper appreciation, for 
was it not virtually’a pioneer in the 
gracious act of pensioning a poet? 

Still, Lawson lived in poverty. The 
people did not realize that they had a 
genius in thelr country until he was 
laid away with “funeral trappings” be- 
fitting Government recognition. Then 
they began to buy his books. 

Poor as he was, Poét Lawson 
left a will, -All his worldly belong- 
ings were mentioned in bequests. 
These were: Two suits of clothes, 
an overcoat, a necktie, a collar stud, 
a pen, a pipe, a tin matchbox, a pair 
of spectacles, a walking stick, and two 
packets of tobacco. 7

Less Coal Mined 


Canadian Coal Output Is Below the 
Average Record 

The output of coal from Canadian 
mines during the monttrof July, 1922, 
increased approximately 47,000 tons 
or 6 per cent. above the production 
for the preceding month, and amount- 
ed in all to $58,000 tons, but in spite 
of this increase the output fell short 
of the average record for the same 
month in the three preceding years by 
203,000 tons, or 19 per cent., acoording 
to a statement issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Considered in 
relation to the three-year average for 
the first seven months of the calendar 
»year, the output this year was less by. 
1,122,000 tons, or 14 per cent. oe 

Imports of coal in July declin 
appreciably from the quantity report- 
ed for June 10, amounting in all to 
447,000-net tons, 13 per cent. below 
the record for the preceding month. 

There was considerable revival in 
the export trade and a total of 243,000 
tons was cleared for foreign destina- 
tions, as compared with 90,000 tons in 
the preceding month.

It fs afi reePTe 
‘that the St. Lawrence deepened 
waterway will eventually prove to be 
as important as the C.P.R. in tho 
commercial. development of Canada. 
One thing sure it will be by long odds 
the greatest economic boon conceiy- 
able to the west, where it will enable 
the farmers to save upwards of fifty 
million dollars a year on transporta- 
tion costs. It will cut out the exorbit- 
ant costs of rail shipments from 
Georgian Bay ports and Buffalo to the 
ports-of Montreal and New York, and 
|give through water transportation to 
'Burope from Fort William and Port 
Arthur, The financing of the project 
will be taken care of In its entirety 
through the development of hydro- 
electric. energy, for which there is 
‘such an urgent demand in Ontario at 
the present time.”

World’s Second Largest Dam

The King of Italy recently opened 
the second largest. dam in the world— 
the Tirso Dam in the island of Sar- 
dinia, 

‘The total lengih of the wall is 722 
feet, and there are 18 buttresses, the 
central ones being 228 feet high. 

The water is supplied by the River 
Tirso, and the artificial lake formed 
by the dam is over 16 miles long, and 
contains over 30,000 million gallons of 
water. This makes it the second 
largest dam in the world, the largest 
being the Assuan Dam on the Nile. 

The Tirso Dam has been built to 
provide electricity for the copper, fron 
and zine smelters in the neighborhood, 
{and four turbines, giving « maximum 
of $0,000 horsepower, have been in- 
| stalled,
